GENERAL. 

My  Investigation  covered  the  entire  accounts  of  the  Town 
Proper,  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Board  of  Water  Comraiss loners, 
the  Parks  Board,  the  Public  Library  Board  and  the  Housing  Commission 
for  the  year  1921,  and  I  also  investigated  the  Housing  Commission 
Accounts  for  1919  and  1920,  and  the  Assessment  and  Collectors  Rolls 
of  the  Town  from  1917  to  1921  inclusive*   At  the  request  of  the 
Council,  no  investigation  was  made  of  the  General  Town  Accounts  prior 
to  1921,  except  in  so  far  as  information  was  required  to  support  the 
Statements  prepared  as  at  31  December,  1921* 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  proper  and  well  kept  records,  and 
definite,  precise  information,  the  preparation  of  correct  Statements 
was  very  difficult  and  the  investigation  unduly  lengthened*  I  regret 
to  say  that  no  part  of  the  accounting  work  can  be  said  to  have  been 
efficient*   Not  only  were  the  books  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition, but  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  and  other  Acts  were  not 
carried  out  in  many  cases  causing  great  loss  of  Town  Revenue.  Cases 
in  point  are  - 

(1)  Erasures  of  Assessments  from  Assessment  Rolls  without  Authority* 

(2)  Omissions  of  Assessments  from  Collectors  Rolls  without  authority* 

(3)  Non-return  of  Collectors  Rolls  cancelling  statutory  penalties* 

(4)  Fixed  Assessments  for  School  Purposes* 

(5)  Non-collection  of  Tax  Arrears  and  no  sales  of  land  for  arrears; 

present  outstandings  date  back  to  1914* 

(6)  No  Statements  of  Arrears  to  taxpayers  for  collection  purposes 

or  verification  of  indebtedness* 

(7)  Short  Levies  for  Owners  Portion  of  Local  Improvements* 

(8)  Diversion  of  funds;  one  instance  being  Waterworks  Debenture 

monies  used  for  Local  Improvement  Construction* 

(9)  Lack  of  a  comprehensive  Budget  in  preparation  for  striking 

the  tax  rates* 

(10)  Over  and  Short  Levies  on  School  Rates  and  Debentures  both 

School  and  Town* 

(11)  Loose  handling  of  Cash* 

Pull  particulars  of  these  appear  elsewhere  in  the  report,  together 
with  supporting  schedules*   Drastic  changes  must  be  made  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  the  Town,  and  these  are  covered  in  my  Recommend- 
ations at  the  end  of  this  Report* 

TOWN  OFFICIALS. 

Mr*  John  Stacey  was  Mayor,  F*  E.  Hare,  Clerk  and  Treasurer 
and  R«  H.  James,  Assessor  and  Tax  Collector  for  1921*   The  system  of 
keeping  accounts  and  records,  and  of  assessing  and  collecting  taxes 
was  continued  without  any  improvement*   Whether  the  work  to  be  done 
was  too  heavy  for  the  staff  or  not,  the  fact  remains  that  a  great  deal 
of  the  work  was  poorly  done  and  much  was  left  in  an  incomplete 
condition*    It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  offices  of  the  Clerk 
and  Treasurer  be  separated  and  be  put  on  a  parity  of  responsibility, 
and  that  a  capable  accountant  be  appointed  to  the  Office  of  Treasurer* 

ASSESSMENT  ROLLS. 

Assessment  Rolls  were  examined  in  detail  for  the  years  of 
1917  to  1921  inclusive*  There  was  no  complete  Plan  of  the  Town  avail- 
able for  the  use  of  the  Assessor,  and  he  was  handicapped  thereby* 
Slavish  copying  of  former  Rolls  was  all  too  common*  It  is  well  to 
note  that,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  Fixed  Assessments  were  used 
for  School  purposes  in  former  years  contrary  to  the  School  Act,  in  1921

these  Assessments  were  raised  to  normal  amounts,  with  the  result  that 
$10,839*04  more  taxes  were  levied  in  1921  than  the  Fixed  Assessments 
would  have  yielded*       The  School  Ratepayers  lost  a  very  substantial 
sum  in  former  years  by  these  irregular  Assessments  and  have  only  the 
Assessors  or  Councils  to  blame*       The  Act  permits  Fixed  Assessments 
for  General  Town  purposes,  but  not  for  School  purposes* 

Erasures  of  Income  Assessments  from  the  Roll  were  made  with- 
out authority*       The  details  of  these  appear  on  Schedule  13,  and  the 
erasures  amount  to  $38,630*00*       The  explanation  given  was  that  the 
exemptions  were  increased  $300*00,  but  Assessments  erased  were,  in  many 
cases,  greater  than  $300.00*       There  was  no  justification  for  such 
erasures,  whatever  the  circumstances,  as     the  Act  provides  for  appeals 
to  be  made  to  the  Court  of  Revision*       Your  Council  should  insist  that, 
hereafter,  no  changes  be  permitted  in  Assessment  Rolls  after  being 
returned  by  the  Asses scr,  and  that  all  appeals  be  referred  to  the 
constituted  authority*         Other  Assessments  were  not  carried  to  the 
Collectors  Rolls,   on  the  plea  that  they  were  uncollectible*     While  it 
is  true  that  Council  may  remit  taxes  under  special  circumstances,  the 
power  to  alter  or  omit  Assessments  does  not  lie  with  the  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Collector  or  even  the  Council  as  such*  R*S*0*1914,  Chap*195, 
3ec*118* 

Assessments  should  be  made  as  equable  as  possible  so  that 
the  burden  of  taxation  would  be  borne  by  all  the  taxpayers  in  accordance 
with  the  property  values*  -  R.S*0*  1914,  Chap*  195,  Sec«40,S.3*  3  defines 
actual  value  as  Selling  Value*       It  would  appear  that  owners  of  residential 
properties  are  much  mora  heavily  assessed  in  proportion  than  owners  of 
business  properties* 

The  Council  should  carefully  consider  the  Assessments  and 
adopt  a  policy  that  would  be  fair  to  both  Town  and  ratepayers,  and 
instruct  the  Assessor  to  make  his  Assessments  in  conformity  therewith^ 
Contemplated  Expenditures  determine  the  amount  of  taxes,   not  the 
Assessments*       The  ratepayers  would  not  necessarily  suffer  if  Assess- 
ments were  increased  since  a  lower  tax  rate  would  produce  the  same 
revenue*       Unequal  Assessments  and  unwise  expenditures  are  to  be  avoided* 
Proper  Assessments  and  carefully  considered  budgets  are  the  remedy* 

1921  Roll,  No*1128,  W.  P.  Knight,  error  in  addition  of  Land 
and  Buildings  Assessments  #100*00  should  be  carried  into  1925  Roll* 

Agreement  of  Thornton  Rubber  Company,£imited  provided  for  a 
Fixed  Assessment,  except  for  the  Business  Assessment,   on  actual  value, 
whereas  1921  Assessment  was  made  on  $5,000*00  Fixed  Assessment  instead 
of  $8,000*00  Assessable  Value  according  to  1921  Assessment  Roll*     Net 
Loss  in  Taxes  $72*00*     Assessments  in  Block  for  vacant  land  are  covered 
in  R.S*0.  1914,  Chap.  195,  Sec*  22,  ^.S*»PM  and  Sec* 133. 


COLLECTORS  ROLLS. 

Collectors  Rolls  were  in  very  bad  condition*       Assessment 
Column  additions  were  in  pencil*       There  were  no  Assessment  Summaries* 
Assessment  Columns  did  not  agree  with  totals  of  Assessment  Rolls, and 
in  no  one  year  under  review  was  the  Collectors  Roll  properly  returned 
to  the  Council,  as  required  by  R*S*C.  1914,  Chap.195,  Sec.115.    Agree- 
ment of  Roll  with  Assessment  Roll  is  the  clearly  defined  duty  of  the 
Clerk  under  the  Act*         He  has  no  power  to  omit  or  to  erase  Assessments* 
He  may  add  Assessments  and  must  make  corrections  of  Assessments  as 
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decided  by  the  Court  of  Revision  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Act* 
The  various  levies  did  not  receive  proper  treatement  in  the  Collectors 
Rolls,   the  County  Rate  Levy  being  included  in  the  General  Town  Levy  in 
1921  and  the  Separate  School  Rates  included  in  the  Public  School  Rate* 
The  former  is  permissible,  but  is  confusing  to  both  Council  and  Taxpayers, 
The  County  Rate  should  not  be  included  in  the  Budget,  being  a  known 
amount  and  the  rate  for  General  Town  purposes  should  be  shown  apart  from 
the  County  rate*       Care  was  not  taken  in  the  calculation  of  the  1921 
levies,  as  is  evidenced  by  short  and  over  levies    (Schedule  26 )•    Whether 
special  Levies  are  upon  the  whole  body  of  ratepayers  or  not,  each  should 
be  calculated  at  a  rate  to  produce  the  required  sum*       In  the  past,  the 
deficiency  or  surplus  has  been  adjusted  through  the  General  Town  rate, 
which  is  distinctly  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act*     R*S*0*  1914, 
Chap*  195,  Sec*99;     also  Chap*  100,  Sec*46,  S.S*  3,  School  Act* 

In  reviewing  the  1921  Levies,   it  is  remarkable  that  no  one 
levy  came  near  to  yielding  the  required  sum*       It  would  appear  that  the 
County  Rate  was  correct,   but  this  rate  was  included  in  the  General  Town 
rate*       schools  Requisitions  appear  to  have  been  properly  provided  for, 
but  there  was  a  deduction  of  one-tenth  of  one  mill  in  figuring  the  Public 
School  Rate  and  this  was  added  to  the  High  School  Rate*       The  Public 
School  Levy  included  that  for  Separate  Schools  and  a  separate  list  of 
Separate  School  Taxes  was  prepared  and  the  amount  was  deducted  from  the 
Public  School  Levy*       Separate  Columns  must  be  provided  for  each  Special 
Rate  or  Levy  as  prescribed  in  R*S*0.  1914,  Chap*  195,  Sec*  99  referred 
to  above *It  would  appear  that  these  digressions  from  the  Act  were  the 
direct  result  of  the  desire  of  the  Clerk  to  save  himself  labour* 

Special  Levies  in  1921   (Schedule  26)    show  Short  Levies  of 
#4,457*92  and  Over  Levies  of  $5,973*23*         These  have  been  brought  into 
the  Ledger  and  must  be  adjusted  in  the  next  levies  for  these  rates* 
What  the  total  Short  or  Over  Levies  have  been  in  the  past  could  only  be 
ascertained  with  considerable  difficulty*       It  is  quite  evident  that  some 
ratepayers  have  suffered  from  this  reprehensible  practice* 

Taxes  assessed  in  block  may  be  transferred  to  subsequent 
owners  on  submission  of  particulars  to  Court  of  Revision  or  Council* 
This  is  clearly  not  the  privilege  of  the  Clerk  or  Treasurer*       The 
non-observance  of  this  provision  led  to  much  confusion  in  all  the  Rolls, 
and  particularly  the  1921  Roll*         The  Transfers  in  1921  could  not  be 
verified  by  even  the  clerk  who  made  them*       The  uncertainty  of  ownership 
made  collection  extremely  difficult*         Transfers  must  be  made  according 
to  directions  of  Court  of  Revision  or  Council,  and  be  so  cross-indexed 
as  to  be  easily  traced*     S*S*0*  1914,  Chap*195,  Sec*22,  S.S*"F",  and 
also  Sec*  133* 

Local  Improvement  Levies  for  Owners*  portion  of  sidewalks, 
sewers  and  watermains  were  short  levied  #2,003*77,   as  shown  by 
Schedule  11*        The  inevitable  result  of  this  has  been  to  increase  the 
levies  on  all  the  ratepayers*       The  Council  will  require  to  cover  this 
Short  Levy  in  the  next  Assessment  less  the  Commutated  Rates  annual  sums* 
Commutated  Rates  have  been  practically  lost  sight  of  by  Council, although 
the  Annual  Balance  Sheets  have  shown  arbitrary  amounts  as  Liabilities  at 
each  year  end*        Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  Armory  Site 
commuted  rates  appeared  on  the  Town's  own  1920  Balance  Sheet  at  #450*00 
and  $500*00  respectively*       The  Town  Treasurer  was  unable  to  produce  the 
By-laws,  copies  of  Levies,  and  commutation  tables  in  connection  with  these 
transactions,  and  communication  with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company 
and  others  failed  to  elicit  the  necessary  information  to  make  the  proper 
calculations  of  present  liability*    Until  this  is  forth-coming,  no  entry 
can  be  made*     There  is  no  guarantee  that  the  remaining  Owner's  portions 
received  the  benefit  of  the  above  mentioned  commutations*  It  must  be  clear 
to  all  that  commuted  rates  must  reduce  the  annual  svm  leviable  on 
Owners,  and  that  the  monies  received  should  provide  a  sinking  fund  from 
which  the  particular  owner's 
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Annual  assessments  can  "be  paid*       Town  General  Fund  again  received 
monies  which  did  not  belong  to  it* 

Properties  originally  assessed  for  Local  Improvements  and 
subsequently  purchased  "by  the  Town  must  have  the  Assessments  trans- 
ferred from  Owner's  Portion  to  Town's  Portion*       No  such  transfer  was 
made  when  the  Market  and  Pedlar  Properties  became  Town  Properties* 
This  was  another  contributory  cause  to  the  Short  Levies  on  Local 
Improvements* 

Debenture  Levies  generally  received  very  scant  attention 
in  1921,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  data  :-

The  Watermains  Over  Levy  is  due  to  levying  one  year  in  advance  of  the 
Debenture  issue  in  the  amount   of  $2,275*97*       There  was,  therefore,  an 
actual  Short  Levy  of  $140*28  for  Watermains  Debentures*       This  advance 
Levy  of  $2,275*97  will  require  to  stand  on  the  books  as  a  Liability  until 
the  final  year  of  the  Debentures  when  there  will  be  no  levy  required* 

Pavements  Local  Improvement  Debentures  appeared  to  be  Short 
Levied  $1,163*44,  but  it  was  found  upon  investigation  that  the  Oshawa 
Railway  Company  is  under  agreement  to  contribute  annually  its  share  of 
the  Local  Improvement  Debentures*         In  1921,  $4,297*28  was  received 
from  the  Company,  which  covered  1920  and  1921  -  $1,610*21  each,  and 
also  an  advance  payment  of  #1,076,86  on  1922*         The  1921  share  #1,610*21 
added  to  the  1921  Levy  produced  an  over-levy  of  #446*77*     The  advance 
payment  is  brought  forward  as  a  Liability  at  1  January,  1922*       In 
former  years,  the  Oshawa  Railway  Company  Pavement  Debenture  share  has 
been  credited  first  as  Owner's  portion  and  then  as  Town's  portion  with 
consequent  injustice  to  the  ratepayers*         It   is  decidedly  an  Owner's 
Portion  and  the  remaining  owner's  rights  were  prejudiced  whenever  it 
was  treated  otherwise*         Council  will  bear  this  in  mind  in  future* 

Schools  Requisitions  and  School  Debenture  requirements 
were  levied  for,  in  one  amount  -  the  only  division  made  being  between 
Public  and  High  Schools*         This  is  contrary  to  the  Assessment  Act, 
which  provides  that  Requisitions  and  Special  Debts  be  levied  separately* 
R*S*0.   1914,  Chap*195,   Sec*99*         Assuming  that   the  Schools  Requisitions 
were  levied  for  the  amounts  paid  over,   the  Debenture  Levies  were  in- 
correct, as  follows   :-

These  over-levies  were  used  for  general  Town  Purposes  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act*       As  High  School  Rates  are  levied  upon  the 
whole  body  of  ratepayers,  no  one's  rights  were  prejudiced*     The  same 
is  not  true  in  the  case  of  the  Public  School  Levy,  as  part  of  this 
was  levied  for  and  paid  over  to  the  Separate  School  Board  intact* 
The  Public  School  Ratepayers'   rights  are  prejudiced  by  this  over-levy, 
in  that  it  affords  relief  on  the  General  Town  Rate  to  the  Separate 
School  Ratepayers* 
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TAX  COLLECTIONS. 

Taxes  are  the  chief  source  of  Revenue  of  a  Municipality, 
To  enter  Taxes  on  the  Collectors  Roll  is  not  alone  sufficient.  It  is 
the  duty  of  the  Council  to  see  that  the  Taxes  are  collected  with  all 
possible  despatch.    That  the  Councils  have  not  been  fully  alive  in 
this  respect  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  Tax  Arrears  at 
31  December,  1921,  were  $83, 848,26,  and  that  no  tax  sales  have  been  made 
against  1914  and  subsequent  years  arrears.    Tax  \rrears  were  never 
brought  forward  into  the  Collectors  Rolls  as  provided  for  in  the  Act, 
Lists  of  Arrears  were  on  file  for  1914,  1915,  1916,  but  Arrears  for  years 
1917  to  1921,  inclusive,  had  to  be  compiled  from  the  open  items  on  the 
various  Collectors  Rolls,    Statements  of  Arrears  should  have  been  sent 
out  by  the  Clerk  yearly  upon  the  final  return  of  the  Rolls,  Failure  to 
do  so,  has  permitted  Taxes  to  remain  in  Arrears,  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  collected  and  until  such  Statements  are  sent  out,  the  correct- 
ness of  the  Outstanding  Arrears  cannot  be  ascertained.   Council  should 
at  once  instruot  the  Clerk  to  send  out  Statements  to  every  Taxpayer  in 
arrears,  with  a  request  that  all  complaints  be  sent  direct  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,     Tax  Rolls  were  never  properly 
returned  by  the  Collector  as  required  by  the  Act,  with  the  result  that 
the  10$  annual  penalty  could  not  be  added  to  the  Arrears,   Without 
compounding,  the  Town's  loss  in  this  direction  would  appear  to  be  about 
$10,500.00  on  the  1917  to  1921  rolls  alone.    It  has  been  the  custom  to 
use  separate  Tax  Cash  Books  for  each  Roll,  and  on  31  December,  1921, 
there  was  a  balance  in  each  Tax  Cash  Book  from  1914  upwards  not  deposited 
in  the  Bank,    This  is  directly  in  contravention  of  the  Act,  which 
requires  the  Collector  to  deposit  his  reoeipts  weekly,  -  R.S. 0,1914, 
Chap. 195,  Sec,115.(4).  The  necessary  change  should  be  furnished  by  the 
Town  Treasurer  and  be  charged  to  the  Collector.   All  Tax  monies  on  hand 
should  now  be  deposited,  the  old  Cash  Books  discontinued,  all  Collectors 
Rolls  returned  to  the  Council  and  the  Town  Treasurer  become  responsible 
for  all  Tax  Arrears.     All  Taxes, when  received,  should  be  entered  on  a 
print  numbered  Loose  Leaf  Sheet,  which,  when  deposits  were  made,  could  be 
turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  for  entry  in  the  General  Cash  Book.   Lists 
of  Arrears  are  furnished  elsewhere  in  this  Report,   Their  correctness  is 
subject  to  verification  by  each  Taxpayer.   If  Receipts  for  payment  of 
said  arrears  are  produced  by  Taxpayers,  the  Tax  Collector  must  be  charged 
with  the  amounts  and  become  responsible  therefor. 

CASH. 

The  verification  of  Cash  Receipts  is  a  most  important  duty, 
and  provision  should  be  made  for  this.    Official  Receipt  Forms, 
preferably  of  the  Carbon  Duplicate  style,  should  be  in  use.   They 
should  be  print-numbered  serially  and  ratepayers  should  insist  on 
receiving  them  for  all  payments,  except  for  taxes  or  water- rates, when 
the  Tax  or  Water  Bill  Stub  or  Duplicate  could  be  retained.   In  1921, 
the  Treasurer  used  a  different  series  of  unnumbered  forms  for  each  class 
of  receipts.   There  was  no  guarantee  that  each  person  received  a  receipt 
or  that  the  stub  amount  was  correct. 

The  Treasurer's  Cash  was  counted  and  compared  with  his  Cash 
Book  entries.    The  amount  of  Cash  on  hand  exceeded  the  Cash  Book  balance 
by  $106.56.   The  explanation  offered  for  this  was  that  personal  receipts 
for  Registrations,  etc.  were  included  in  the  Cash  Balance.   The  Act 
specifically  provides  that  the  Town  funds  must  be  kept  separate  from 
personal  funds,  and  the  Treasurer  must  comply  with  this  regulation.  The 
sum  in  his  possession  $1,495.10  is  too  large  for  the  requirements  of 
the  Town  and  should  have  been  deposited,  save  for  change,  for  which 
$100.00  would  appear  to  be  ample. 


Schedule  25  is  a  list  of  Plumbers  Fees  amounting  to  $76.50 
received  by  the  late  Treasurer,  Mr,  Thomas  Morris.  No  Receipt 
Stubs  were  seen  for  these  and  they  were  originally  deposited  in 
Mr.  Morris'  personal  account  in  trust.  They  were  later  deposited 
in  the  Town's  Current  Account. 
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In  the  1917  Tax  Caen  Book  there  appears  an  entry 
crediting  $258.88  an  instalment   of  Taxes  paid  by  a  Mrs.   Sears. 
Later,  an  entry  was  made  crediting  her  with  the  whole  amount  of 
her  taxes  including  the  #258. 88  instalment.     In  adjusting  the 
1917  Tax  Arrears,  it  became  necessary  to  treat  the  $258.88 
instalment  as  being  overpaid.     In  explanation  of  this,  the 
Treasurer  claims   to  have  redeemed  an  N.S.F.   cheque  for  $258.88 
out  of  current  cash,  and  to  have  neglected  to  correct  the  Cash 
Book  Entry. 

The  uncertainty  surrounding  this  Entry,  compels  me 
to  advise  that  this  amount  be  retained  until  all  taxpayers  in 
arrears  have  been  notified  and  all  claims  settled.     The  Treasurers 
negligence  in  not   clearing  up  the  matter  when  it  occurred  is  hard 
to  understand,  to  say  the  least.     Contrary  to  the  Act  R.S.O.   1914, 
Chap.   192,  Sec.   225  Sewer  Connection  Deposits  received  by  the 
Treasurer  were  deposited  in  the  Union  Bank  to   the  credit  of  not 
the  Town  but  F.  E.  Hare  in  Trust.     There  appears  to  have  been 
deposited  $17.00  more  than  was  recorded  in  a  special  Sewer 
Connections  Cash  Book.     The  total  receipts  could  not  be  verified 
and  this  overdeposit  has  been  treated  as  Receipts  unentered. 
Schedule  25  given  is  a  list  of  Plumbers  Fees  amounting  to  $76.50 
received    by  the  late  Treasurer,  Mr.  Thomas  Morris,  but  not  entered 
in  the  Cash  Book.     Funds  have  been  provided  to  reimburse  the  Town. 

Water  Connection  Deposits  are  treated  in  the  same  manner. 
The  balances  in  these  bank  accounts  must  be  deposited  in  the  General 
Town  Bank  account  and  the  particulars  be  entered  in  the  Town  Ledger. 

Separate  Cash  Books   for  receipt  of  Tax  Payments  were 
used  for  each  year.     These  were  examined  for  the  years  1917  to  1921 
inclusive,  and  were  found  to  be  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition. 
Additions  were  incorrect  and  penalties  were  included  with  Tax 
Payments.     These  irregularities  made  it  very  difficult  to  reconcile 
the  Tax  Collectors  settlements,  and  afforded  opportunity  for 
penalties  received/of fset  receipts  of  Taxes. 

Tax  Collectors  Final  Cash  Count  in  September  1922 
showed  a  net  shortage  of  $88.44.     Included  in  this  amount  is  $49.22 
alleged  to  have  been  taken  by  a  former  caretaker,  prior  to  the  audit. 
After  the  Cash  was  counted  on  a  former  occasion  during  the  Audit,  the 
Bank  Deposits  exceeded  the  Cash  Book  Entries  by  $100.00,  and  the 
Collector  could  not  explain  it  satisfactorily.     It  was  later  found 
that  one  tax  payment  of  §28.15  was  not  entered, and  it  would  appear 
that  the  balance  $71.85  is  unentered    Tax  Monies.     This  additional 
amount  would  make  the  Tax  Collectors  Cash  short  $160.29. 

MINUTES     AND     BYLAWS. 

Minute  Book  for  1921  was  in  order,  duly  signed.     In 
recording  the  passing  of  the  accounts,  the  schedules  for  them  were 
kept  on  file  but  they  were  not  totalled,  and  since  the  items  for 
account  were  not  stated,  nor  the  total  sum  recorded  in  the  Minutes, 
any  number  of  items  could  be  added  to  the  list  after  presentation 
to  the  council.     Schedules  should  be  totalled  in  ink;  the  total 
should  be  entered  on  the  Minutes,  and  the  Schedule  should  be  signed 
by  the  proper  officials. 

The  ByLaws  were  kept  in  Shannon  files  according  to 
Sewers,  Sidewalks,  etc.  etc.     The  original  Money  Bylaws  in  many 
cases  could  not  be  found.     Unsigned  copies  were,  however,  produced 
with  the  exception  of  Bylaws  Uos.  360,  372  and  406.     I  was  informed 
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that  these  were  issued  to  consolidate  certain  old  Bylaws  which 
covered  Sinking  Fund  Debentures,  and  for  which  no  Sinking  Funds 
had  been  maintained.     The  only  proof  of  the  existence  of  such 
Bylaws,  was  the  entry  in  the  Debenture  Register  of  the  Schedule 
providing  for  the  Annual  levy*     Not  having  the  particulars,  the 
Assets  created  or  constructed  out  of  the  original  debenture  monies, 
could  not  be  entered  upon  the  books • 

R*S*0.  1914,  Chap*   192,  Sec*  306  provides  that  copies 
of  all  Money  Bylaws  must  be  filed  with  the  Provincial  Treasurer 
within  30  days  of  their  passing*     Upon  application  to  the  Provincial 
Treasurers  Department,  it  was  found  that  out   of  74  Bylaws  now 
outstanding, only  four  copies  were  on  file  with  the  Department* 
The  Town  lost  the  benefit   of  the  protection  afforded  by  authoritative 
copies*     This  is  only  another  instance  of  the  mismanagement  of  the 
Town*s  affairs*     New  Loose  Leaf  Books  have  been  given  your  Clerk, 
and  these  will  contain  the  Minutes  in  order  of  date  and  copies  of 
Bylaws  in  order  of  number* 

DEBENTURES* 

Care  was  not  taken  in  the  preparation  of  the  Schedules 
of  Debentures*     The  annual  instalments  were  not  equal  and  the 
entries  in  the  Debenture  Register  did  not  correspond  with  the 
Schedules*     The  Coupons  in  several  instances  when  paid  differed 
from  the  amounts  in  the  Register*     A  new  Debenture  Ledger  has  been 
opened,  and  is   controlled  from  the  General  Ledger*     Slight  adjust- 
ments in  this  will  be  required  from  time  to  time,  due  to  missing 
Schedules  of  Debentures*     The  Schedules  should  be  attached  to  the 
Minutes  after  Entry  in  the  Ledger,  and  remain  there  for  future 
reference* 

Debentures  and  Coupons  have  been  redeemed  at  both 
the  bank  and  the  Town  Treasurer's  Office*     The  cancelled  coupons 
were  filed  away  in  such  a  manner  that  vouching  became  very  difficult* 
Debentures  and  Coupons  should  be  redeemable  only  at  the  Bank*     The 
Treasurer  should  draw  a  monthly  cheque  for  the  amount  of  those 
accruing  in  the  month,  deposit  same  into  a  Debenture  Coupon  Account, 
out  of  which  the  Bank  would  cash  the  Coupons*     The  balance  in  the 
Coupon  Account  would  represent  the  outstanding  Debentures  and  Coupons 
at  the  year  end*     The  Cancelled  Coupons  should  be  entered  in  a    Guard 
Book,  an  adding  machine  total  taken  of  the  months  payments  and  attached 
to  the  sheet*     The  verification  of  the  payments  would  then  be  very 
simple* 

The  Bank  inadvertently  cashed  two  1923  Coupons  in  1921, 
and  these  have  been  charged  to  the  Bank*  The  outstanding  Coupons  on 
31  December  1921  were  ,$4,983* 66,  and  appear  in  the  Cash  Balance  Sheet* 

Debenture  Monies  raised  for  a  Specific  purpose  must  be 
used  for  that  purpose*  R*S.O.   1914*  Chap*  192,  Sec*  317  S*S«  2.     Local 
Improvement  Construction  at  31  December,  1920  exceeded  the  Debenture 
Monies  and  the  Local  Improvement  Bank  Loan  by  approximately  $75,000*00* 
Upon  inquiry  it  was  found  that,  not  being  able  to  secure  additional 
loans  from  the  Bank,  recourse  was  had  to  the  proceeds  of  Watermain 
Debentures  which  had  been  sold  in  advance  of  Construction. 

To  reimburse  the  V/atermains  Debenture  Fund  Local 
Improvement  Debentures  were  later  sold  at  a  considerable  discount* 
I  am  led  to  believe  that,  had  the  Council  anticipated  their  requirements, 
they  could  have  made  arrangements  with  one  of  the  local  Banks  and 
postponed  the  sale  of  the  Debentures* 
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The  lack  of  proper  records  made  it  extremely 
difficult  for  the  Council  to  obtain  the  necessary  information 
to  guide  them  in  their  official  duties.   The  General  Ledger 
new  in  use  will  overcome  to  a  large  extent  this  difficulty, 
and  the  Council  should  insist  on  receiving  monthly  information 
on  all  vital  matters*  In  this  connection  the  Council  should 
insist  that  at  least  two  separate  Bank  Accounts  should  be  kept, 
one  for  Capital  Expenditure  and  one  for  General  Town  Funds* 
Into  the  Capital  Bank  Account  would  go  proceeds  of  Bank  Loans 
for  local  Improvements  etc* ,  and  also  proceeds  of  Debentures 
sold  to  repay  said  loans*   Capital  Funds  should  never  be 
deposited  into  the  General  Bank  Account  even  though  it  is 
intended  to  immediately  make  the  transfer.  Much  confusion 
resulted  in  the  past  from  Debentures  Monies  going  into  the 
General  Bank  Account* 

COURT  OF  REVISION* 


Minutes  of  Meetings  of  court  of  Revision  were 
recorded  in  a  Minute  Book  and  were  duly  signed  by  the  Chairman 
and  the  Clerk*   The  findings  of  the  Court  were  not  clearly 
stated*  Whereas  the  name  of  the  appellant,  the  Roll  No., 
Amount  of  Assessment  and  Reduction  allowed  therefrom  should 
have  been  recorded,  the  appeals  were  referred  to, not  by  Roll 
Nos.  but  numerically  as  Nos*  1/2/3.  The  reductions  were  not 
always  stated,  making  it  impossible, in  some  cases  to  determine 
the  final  Assessment*  For  instance,  one  decision  was  marked 
"allowed,  stand,  di sallowed. "  Corrections  of  Assessments  were 
made  in  pencil  and  no  cross  reference  was  given  to  the  Minutes* 
The  Act  specifically  states  that  the  Clerk  must  make  his  correc- 
tions clearly,  initial  same  and  give  date  reference  to  Court  of 
Revision  Minutes. 

FIDELITY  BONDS  * 

Bonds  far  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  and  Tax  Collector, 
as  listed  on  Schedule  12,  were  examined*  Mr*  F*£*  Hare,  Town 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  was  bonded  as  Acting  Clerk  and  Treasurer, 
and  the  bond  was  renewed  on  5  April,  1922.  Unless  changed  this 
Bond  may  not  afford  sufficient  protection. 

Mr.  Hare*s  Assistant,  The  Tax  Collectors  Assistant 
and  the  Waterworks  Cashier  were  not  bonded  and  bonds  should  be 
secured  Immediately. 

INSURANCE  POLICIES* 

Insurance  Policies  on  TOwn  Properties  and  Equipments 
in  force  at  51  December,  1921  were  examined*  They  are  listed  on 
Schedule  12.  Authorization  clause  for  further  Concurrent  Insurance 
was  lacking  in  Policy  No.  23447,  Gore  District  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Company*  Insurance  carried  is  $ 29, 500*00,  and  the  Council  should 
determine  whether  this  amount  is  sufficient* 

TOWN  ASSETS* 

The  majority  of  Torai  Assets  are  acquired  or  constructed 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  Debenture  Sales*     The  Cost  of  Assets  so 
acquired  or  constructed  is  confined  by  the  Act  to  not  less  than 
the  amount  of  the  Debentures*     It  is  therefore  both  customary  and 
proper  to  show  these  Assets  at  the  Cost  represented  by  the 
Debentures  in  the  absence  of  a  Ledger  showing  the  actual  construction 
or  purchase  cost*     As  Municipal  Statements  are  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  the  disposition  of  the  monies  of  the  ratepayers,  it  is 
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Incorrect  to  show  the  Assets   at  appreciated  values.     Likewise, 
properties  donated  to  the  Town  cannot  appear  at  appraised 
values.     It  will  be  seen  that  certain  properties  belonging  to 
the  Town  are  not  listed  among  the  Assets.     These  are  Lakeview 
Park,  Public  Library  Building,  Playground  in  S.E.  Ward,  and 
Alexandra  Park,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained. 

These  properties  were  donated  to  the  Town  by 
public-spirited  citizens  with  the  exception  of  the  Public 
Library  Building  and  do  not  represent  expenditure  of  Town  funds. 

Property  known  as  Henry  Farm  was  acquired  for 
Sewer  Extension  and  its  cost  is   included  in  the  cost  of  Sewers. 
Likewise  the  Water  Tower  Lot  was  purchased  for  Waterworks 
Extension  and  is   included  in  Waterworks  Cost*     If  original  costs 
could  be  ascertained  these  properties  could  be   shown  apart  from 
the  Sewers  and  Waterworks  Accounts.     There  were  no  outstanding 
Debentures  covering  construction  of  Town  and  Fire  Hall   ,  and  no 
value  has  therefore  been  placed  upon  them. 

LICENSE  DEPOSITS. 


Deposits  for  interim  Business  Licenses,  applicable 
later  against  Taxes,  have  been  treated  as  ordinary  Town  Revenue 
and  the  Taxes  against  such  businesses  have  been  left  open  on  the 
Boll*     These  have  now  been  adjusted  to  51  December,  1921  and  the 
Treasurer  should  hereafter  credit  a  Reserve  Account  with  such 
sums*       The  individual  amounts  should  later  be  paid  over  to  the 
Tax  Collector  to   enable  him  to  collect  the  balances  of  Taxes  due 
and  clear  his  Roll* 

PAYROLLS* 


Large  sums  of  money  are  paid  annually  for 
construction  and  maintenance  Labor  Charges.     Payrolls  for  these 
were  used  but  a  large  majority  did  not  bear  the  certificate  of 
the  Town  Engineer  or  person  in  charge  of  the  work,  and  the  value 
of  such  rolls  as  evidence  was  greatly  lessened.     In  a  number  of 
cases,  receipts  of  workmen  were  not  available  and  the  validity 
of  the  payroll  was  to  that  extent  destroyed.     All  available 
Foremen's  weekly  time  books  were  checked  against  the  Payrolls  and 
these  provided  a  certain  measure  of  protection.     However  about 
50  percent   of  the  time  books  could  not  be  produced.     All  Rolls 
must  be  certified  by  the  person  in  charge  and  proper  Time  Sheets 
must  be  certified  by  the  various  foremen.     This  is  a  frequent 
source  of  trouble  in  municipalities  and  the  Council  should  take 
i  mediate  steps  to  protect  the  town  against  loss* 

SINKING  FUNDS* 

Two  Sinking  Funds  were  maintained  in  connection 
with  Bonuses  to  Oriental  Textiles     Co.  Limited  and  Thornton 
Rubber  Co*  Limited.     The  monies  were  deposited  with  the  Provincial 
Treasurer  and  upon  verification  from  the  Treasury  Department  were 
found  to  be  correct.     We  understand  that,   owing  to  the  retirement 
from  business  of  the  Thornton  Rubber  Co*  Ltd*,  that  the  Town  is 
or  will  be  legally  released  from  the  Bonus  agreement*     The  Sinking 
Fund  $ 2, 688* 62  has  therefore  been  treated  as  a  Cash  Asset  and  the 
money  will  become  available  for  Town  purposes  when  all  the  legal 
formalities  have  been  complied  with*     The  bonus  was  to  have  been 
paid  in  this   case  at  the  termination  of  the  agreement  which  it  is 
claimed  is  now  broken. 
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Oriental  Testiles  Co*  Limited  Bonus  $10, 000*00  was 
paid  out  in  the  beginning  and  the  Company  had  complied  with  the  terras 
of  the  Agreement  with  respect  to  employment.         A  Trustee  was  appointed 
to  manage  the  Company  about  December  1920.     The  Town  hold6  a  Second 
Mortgage  to  secure  the  Town  under  the  terms  of  the  Agreement*     It 
should  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  £he  Town  is  not  protected  in 
the  matter  of  Insurance* 

ARMORY  SITE. 

During  the  year  1913,  a  sum  of  #2,000*00  was  received 
and  marked  in  the  Annual  Statement  of  the  Town's  Receipts  as 
"W*  J*  Trick  -  Armory  Site***      Mr©  Trick  stated  that  the  amount  was 
the  value  of  the  materials  of  a  house  that  was  removed  when  the  Armory 
was  built  and  he  paid  it  over  to  the  Town,  by  direction  of  the 
Dominion  Government*         The  Debentures  for  the  Armory  were  issued  in 
September  1912  and  it  would  appear  that  this  amount  could  not  be  proper- 
ly applied  as  it  appears  to  have  been  against  the  General  Town  Expend- 
iture in  the  year  1913*         The  sum  should  have  been  invested  at  interest 
and  an  amount  of  interest  and  principal  withdrawn  annually  during  the 
term  of  the  debentures  to  r  elieve  the  Armory  Site  Debenture  Levy  to 
the  extent  to  which  it  would  have  benefitted  had  the  $2,000*00  been 
applied  in  the  first  instance  on  account  of  the  purchase  price*     The 
purchase  by  the  Town  of  §2,000*00  of  this   issue   of  Debentures  would 
have  substantially  met  the  case*       This  is  another  instance   of  the 
improper  use  of  funds* 

OLD  ORIENTAL  TEXTILES  LIMITED* 

This  property  was  sold  to  W*  F*  and  L*  Park  for  $1,000*00* 
One  of  the  terms  of  the  sale  was  that  the  Company  would  carry  $3,000*00 
Insurance  in  favour  of  the  Town*  The  policy  for  this  insurance  could 
not  be  produced  by  the  Town  Clerk,  nor  did  he  know  whether  the  Town  was 
covered* 

TITLE  DEEDS* 


The  matter  of  the  Title  Deeds  to  Town  Properties  was 
referred  to  the  Town,s  Solicitor*       He  stated  that,  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge  the  titles  to  all  the  properties  were  vested  in  the  Town. 


POLL  TAXES* 

These  could  not  be  verified,  due  to  the  entire  absence 
of  receipt  stubs  or  Duplicates*       Our  Recommendations  with  respect  to 
Official  Receipt  forms  apply  here* 


ONTARIO  HYDRO  ELECTRIC  POWER  COMMISSION* 

The  By-laws  of  the  Town  included  one  authorizing  the 
issue   of  Debentures  to  the  Ontario  Hydro  Electric  Commission*     Upon 
inquiry,  it  was  found  that,  whereas  Debentures  were  held  by  the 
Commission  amounting  to  $771,894*00,  they  had  not  been  executed  by 
the  Town's  officials*         It  would  appear,  however,  that  a  contingent 
liability  has  been  established*

APPROPRIATIONS* 


A  review  of  the  appropriations  for  1921  would 
indicate  that  due  care,  and  attention  was  not  given  to  the 
preparation  of  Estimated  Expenditures  upon  which  to  base 
the  rate  of  taxation* 

Schedule  3  gives  details   of  the  Income  and 
Expenditure  including  commitments  at  the  end  of  1921*  This 
Statement  showw  that  $16 ,769 .32  was  levied  on  the  Ratepayers 
in  excess  of  Town  requirements  for  the  year.     To  avoid  the 
possibility  of  future  miscalculation  in  this   respect  it  should 
be  the  fixed  objective  of  those  responsible  for  controlling 
the  Town's   finances  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Accounts 
which  I  have  caused  to  be  opened  and  to  which  the  various 
Expenditures  will  be  charged.     Appropriation  Accounts     have 
been  opened  which  will  show  the  total    Budget  for  the  year  and 
the  amounts  appropriated  to  the  various   committees.     By  comparing 
these  credits  with  the  actual  Expenditures     it  will  be  seen 
how  far  the  Budget  estimates  are  being  lived  up  to  and  any 
available  or  overdrawn  balance  will  be  apparent.     A  timely  check 
on  Excesses  would  thus  be  at  hand  and  future  irregularities 
avoided.     Accounts  for  construction  or  other  Contract  work  would 
bear  a  memorandum  notation  of  the  amounts  of  contracts  entered 
into.     At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  appropriation  accounts 
would  be  closed  out* 

The  Cash  Balance  Sheet  indicates  that  although  the 
Taxes  for  1921  were  overlevied  by  $16,769.32  this   sum  was  only 
sufficient  to   cover  the  accumulated  underlevies  of  former  years. 
The  deficiency  of  $7,871.86  at  31  December  1921  is  principally 
made  up  of  the  amount   estimated  to  cover  uncollectible  taxes 
viz  #7,617.72. 


CONCLUSION 


Upon  reviewing  the  results  of  the  investigation,  I  am 
forced  to  again  affirm  that  very  important  changes  must  be  made 
to  secure  efficiency  in  the  administration  of  the  affiars  of  the 
Town. 

Lack  of  proper  records,  absence  of  records,  and  incorrect 
records  were  the  rule  rather  than  the   exception.     The  Officials 
were  not  at  all  seized  with  the  responsibilities  of  their  position 
and  gross  carelessness  abounded^among  the  outstanding  delinquencies 
were 

(a)  Failure  to  collect  taxes  and  penalties  involving  losses 
amounting  to  several  thousands  annually. 

(b)  Unequal  division  of  Taxes  prejudicially  affecting 
the  General  Body  of  Ratepayers. 

(c)  Misapplication  of  funds  raised  far  Specific  purposes. 

(d)  Consistent  contravention  of  many  of  the  Provisions  of 
the  Statutes.

Although  the  scope  of  the  general  audit  was 
limited  by  the  Council  in  some  respects  my  investigation  of 
various  matters   covered  former  periods  during  which 
Mr.  Thomas  Morris  was  Clerk  and  Treasurer.     Although  some 
of  his  bookkeeping  methods  were  not  orthodox,  Mr*  Morris 
gave  evidence  of  familiarity  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Statutes  in  reference  to  the  duties  of  his   office,  and  displayed 
painstaking  care  in  the  treatment  and  use  of  the  various   funds 
committed  to  his    charge.     7/hile  his  methods  were  not  improved 
upon  by  his  successor  in  office,  a  very  noticeable  deterioration 
in  the  class  of  work  performed  was  apparent. 

In  justice  to  the  present  Treasurer,  it  is  only 
right  to  say  that  he  had  no  special  training  for  the  position, 
and  he  apparently  assumed  more  offices  in  the  services  of  the 
Town  than  he  was  able  to  take   care  of. 

I  strongly  recommend  that  the  offices  of  Clerk  and 
Treasurer  be  separated,  and  that  a  capable  Accountant  be  appointed 
to  the  office  of  Treasurer,  who  would  be  directly  responsible  to 
the  Council  and  have  entire  charge  of  the  Clerical  staff  in  his 
own  department,     the  Tax  Collectors  Staff  and  the  Waterworks 
Accounting  Staff. 

Upon  careful  consideration  of  this  Report  and  the 
accompanying  Statements,  the  Council  should  immediately  give 
effect  to  the  various  recommendations   contained  therein,  and 
thereafter  demand  that  a  higher  standard  of  efficiency  be 
maintained.       The  various  Committees  should  receive  monthly 
Statements  of  Committee  Expenditures  and  Commitments  as  com- 
pared with  appropriations,  and  the  Council  should  be  advised 
monthly  of  the   financial  position  of  the  Town.     To  permit  of 
the  preparation  of  these  Statements,  it  will  be  necessary 
that  the  bookkeeping  be  kept  up  to  date  and  in  good  order.
